aucations of the Univerſities only capacitated Perſoxs for that Prattice ; becaule, 
had they io j:dged, it cannot be imagined they would, for {ſo many Hundreds of 
Years, 16 4 Na770a of [ich pregnant Faculties, have forborn to ſpecttie their Re- 
ſentment thereot, eſpecially cont:dering, that the Clergy (the Original and 
Support of Academick Learnag, were the great Anifters of State, for the moſt 
Jart unacr every Kring fince the Conqueſt , and how eafie it had been for them, 
had they ({ceing they ruled 411) apprehended it Effential to Healizg, may be judg- 
ed by every Rattunal Man, , 

Ner doth it appear by that AF of the third of Henry the $th, where the Br- 
ſhops are the Lrcen{crs of Phſtik, that there was ought of other Learning requir- 
ed, then Fudgmert in the Faculty, becauſe 1t was appointed by that Af, They 
ſhould call to their Afiſtance any Four Teachers thereof; and as it this alſo were 
thought too great an Intringment of Zz-erty, it was by another A of Parliament 
in the 34th Year of rhe ſaid &/z/'s Reign (taking no notige, 1f there were any 
ſuch, of thatin the 14th and 15th Year of the ſame King) ordered, That Azy 
thit had Skill in Herbs, Roots, Waters, Or to cite any Ontrard Sores, the Stone, 
Stranguries, Ames and Tnp:ſthumes , notwitkitinding any thing ſpecttied inthe 
former A4&, ſhould have Liverty ioto do: and good Reaſon. For they found 
that Limitation of Practice toailet Number increaſed Pride wid Coretonſneſs (grand 
Hindrances to the Improvement of Phri.4) and the Ds, refſed vanted Hilp, and 
they that did them Go. d were Troublcd tor {o doing, as the Preamble to that At 
ſufi-iently manifeſts. | 

Now, although {ome may Object, Th s /ater Act ww only made a2 01 ff that 
Branch of 75e former mh'ch concerned Chyrurgeons ; yet you may withour Difh- 
culty diicern.that Apaes.the Ste ard Stranzurics (Diftempers not cured by Outs 
ward Mcaiciaes) ire referred to Any Perſons Skilful therein, Yea,the very Lezter 
of the A*f, ſpeciſying Knowleelge in Herts, Roofs ang 3ators (Chymceal S21r Fs and 
other Preparations of theirs being at that time unknown) doth undeniably de- 
monttrate jome part of Phyſicians Pract ice. 1f not the better part, For though Co/- 
lexriate Phyſi-ians (through Tgnorance & Idlenets) refer the St: ze to the Knife, and 
ſo make ir a part of Chyrurgery; yet the Stexe in the Kidzeys (all men know) the 
Knife never reached; & where one is troubled with the former.there are lix,if not 
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w2snot ſo much as thought of to be eſſential to the Practice of Phyſs:4 , but of Ia- 
ter times,coperiexce teſtifies, little can be effeted therein without it, And ir is ap- 
parently evident,that Colledgiates have made very ſmall Progreſs therein ; but thoſe 
that are not ofthem (and whom they at this day perſecute) have ſolely aimed ar, 
and brought to Light, ſuch Remeates as do more eaſily, ſafely and ſpeedily effect 
the Cure of the Sick,then the 2dearcznes of their Deſpenſatory can at this day, What! 
ſhall we then defend a jb44ow, that cannot benetit ws, and deſtroy a ſw5/taxce, that 
helpeth to preſerve  ? | 
| The Cofe re alledge their Education,as 4 great Help to their Capaczries;yet when 
we conſider of it, we thall not tind it amounts to more then a Memoratiye Know- 
ledge of what they have read ; and what this can advantage us, is eaſfic to judge : 
For, {ince we live in a Cl:24re and Time, where & when no Diſeaſe is ſo apparent- 
ly fingle, as tO anſwer the Deſcription of the Ancients, how ſhall what they have 
jaid advantage the fe, when the preſent Diſfempers were not in former times 
known? Thar this is true, the Obſervation of many years hath proved : for Co/- 
legiates themſelves are frequeatly crying out,T»:s if New Diſtemper. Therefore if 
re rightly conſider,the learning of Lan2xa es cannot better the Reaſon of any man, 
much leis beget 1xderſtsu4ing, except hiſtorical, which in Phy3ck can be of no-ler- 
vice at all intkis our {ie : becauſe Dyſeaſes are now changed and complicated, 
and ferw or none apparently Inge (a5 we ſaid) and the Con ftitations of Bodres ft al- 
tered, as whatſoever might formerly be of uſe, and very beneficial. at this Day is 
ſo far from doing Goa, as us often found to prove inimical and injurious, for the'

and adjudged Grd, 

But can .{»y be ſoignorant as to think, that if theſe Men couid ob: {in their de- 
brable Power (which they earneſtly attempted to acquire from the Par/tamert in 
the Year 1664. and ſeem now again to thirſt after)it ſhould be for the 7re/ervation 
of Perſons, or Security of Eftates, when by Suppreſſion of the Laborious and Inge- 
nuous Party, they ſhould arrogate and aſlum2 to themfelves the ſole Power of Ad- 
miniflring ; (hall not the Remvedres lo many Thou/axds have experienced the Ute of, 
and the Advantages they have found by them be utterly extin&t, and rcheir 7e7ſoxs 
endangered for Want of them, and their Purſes be expoſed tothe Pleaſure of thoſe 
they muſt be compelled to make Uſe of, who being but a {mall Number (and in+ 
a Joynt Confe.ieracy) may (et whar Price they pleale on their Yiſits ? For without 
Doubt, where there is One Colledorate Practitioner, there are three or four Others; 
and if the Number of People be conlidered in London and leven Miles'about, it will
